12 . Any attempt on the part of a candidato or his 
relations / friends to enlist support for his candidature 
will disqualify him for admission . 

13 . The maximum number of candidates to be 
admitted to the examination may at the discretion of 
the Commission be United to such number as the Com 
mission may decide. If a Umit is imposed and the 
number of candidates cxceeds that limit, the Union 
Public Service Commission shall select from among ihe 
applicants those who shall be admitted to the examina 
tion and shall have regard in so doing to the sultability 
of the applicants for admission to the Air Force 
Academy of the I. A .

14 . ( A ) The examination will be conducted by tho 
Union Public Service Commission in the manner 
prescribed in Appendix II to the Notification . In order 
to qualify in the written examination , candidates must 
obtain 330 per cent. of marks in each subject and 40 per 
cent. in the aggregate . 
. 14 . ( B ) The maximum number of marks obtainable 
at the I. A . F . Selection Board Interview will be 900 . In 
order to qualify in the Interview candidates must 
obtain not less than 360 marks. 

15 . The Union Public Service Commission shall 
prepare a list of candidates in ordor of their merit as 
disclosed by the aggregate marks awarded to each 
candidate at the written examination , Candidates 
who obtain qualifying marks at the written examination 
shall appear before the I. A . F . Selection Board, Candi 
dates to be acceptable should secure the minimum 
qualitying marks both in the written examination and 
the 1. A . F . Selection Board interview . 

Subject to this condition , they will then be placed 
in the order of merit on the basis of the total marks 
secured . The final selection for admission to the Air 
Force Academy will be made in order of merit depend 
ing on the number of vacancies for the course . 

Candidates will appear before the I. A . F . Selection 
Board , and undergo the tests thereat , at their own 
risk and will not be cntitled to claim any compensation 
or other relief from Government in respect of any 
Injury which they may sustain in the course of or as 
a result of any of the tests given to them at an I. A . F . 
Selection Board , whether duc to the negligence of any 
person or otherwise . Candidates will be required to 
sigri a certificate to this effect on the form appended to 
the application . In the caso of candidates who are 
minors, the required certificate must be signed by their 
parents or guardians in the form prescribed . 

16 . Candidates finally selected for the I. A . F . will be 
admitted to the Air Force Academy and undergo 
training for a period of 18 months. 

17 . Commissions will be granted only on successful 
completion of training . The date of commission will 
be that following the date of successful completion of 
training , 70 per cent., of cadets successfully complcting 
flying training will be granted permanent commissions, 
The remainder will be granted short service com 
missions. 

18 . While the cost of training including accommoda 
tion , books, uniforms, hoarding and medical treatment, 
will be borne by Government, candidates will be 
expected to mect their pocket expenses themselves,

Candidates should consult them to see if they are 
eligible before filling up the application form or paying 
the prescribed fec . The conditions prescribed cannot 
be relaxed ). 

( 2 ) The enclosed application form must be Alled up 
in the candidate s own handwriting, and all answers 
must be given in words and not by dashes or dots . 

The application form should be submitted direct to 
the Secretary , Union Public Service Commission , 
Parliament House ( Post Box No . 186 ) , New Delhi, A 
service candidate must submit his application through 
his Commanding Officer , who will, if he considers the 
candidate eligible , forward it to the Union Public 
Service Commission with his recommendation (vide 
Section C of the application form ) . Applications of 
eligible candidates will not be withheld even if the 
candidates are not recommended . Cadets of the 
P .

After rưle 6, the following rules shall be inserted , 
namely : 

BA . ( 1 ) Every subscriber shall, as soon as may be, 
but not later than the prescribed date , hy letter 
addressed to the prescribed authority elect . 
( a ). to retain the risht to the henefits under these 

rules for his wife and children as extsting on 

the 31st December 1950 : or 
(b ) to receive a commuted cash payment in lieu 

of such rights to be determined by a Govern . 

ment Actuary . 
Provided that if a subscriber falls to make such 
election before the prescrihed date . he shall be deemed 
to have elected the first alternative . 

Provided further that no election of the second alter 
native by any subscriber shall be effective . unless he 
shall have furnished to the prescribed authority not 
later than the prescribed date the following documents , 
namely , 
(1 ) a medical certificate in the form specified in 

the Fifth Schedule regarding the state of 

health of the wife of the subscriber ; and 
( II) an arquittance in the form specifed in the 

Eleventh Schedule executed by the wife and 
adult children of the subscriber and by the 
subscriber himselt on behalf of his minor 

children as their guardian . 
( 2 ) In this rule. the expression " prescribed date " 
means 31st July 1951; or , in any particular case , such 
other later date as the Central Government may 
specify in this behalf ; and the expression " prescribed 
authority " means the Central Government or such 
officer as may be specifed by the Central Govern 
ment in this behalf . 

6B . ( 1 ) The pension payable under these rules to 
the dependants of a subscriber who has elected alter 
native ( a ) under rule 6 .A shall be of the amounts 
specified in the Seventh Schedule . 

Provided that the dependants of a subscriber who 
was in the service on the 31st December , 1950 , shall 
receive only a proportion of such pensions, to be cal 
l ulated in the manner prescribed in method (b ) of 
sub - rule (1 ) of Rule 15 . and for the purpose of the 
said sub - rule , the date of retirement of such subscriber 
shall be deemed to be the 31st December , 1950 . 

( 2 ) A subscriber who has elected alternative (b ) 
under rule 6A shall receive the commuted cash pay 
ment referred to therein , 

Provided that a subscriber who was in the service 
on the 31st December, 1950 , shall in lieu of receiving

such cash payment have the amount to which he is bo 
entitled transferred to Provident Fund credit . 

3 . To rule 9 , the following proviso shall be added , 
namely :- - 
" provided that no such contribution shall be pay 

able after the 31st December , 1960" . 
4 . To each of the rules 18 and 19 , the following sub 
rule shall be added, namely : 

" ( 4 ) This rule shall cease to have effect after the 
31st December 1950." 

5 . For rule 23 , the following rule shall be substim 
tuted : 
" 23. Any contribution or payment due from a 

subscriber on the 31st December, 1950, shall 
together with interest be deducted from the 
pensions payable to his dependants or from 
commuted cash payment payable to such sub 

scriber, as the case may be : 
Provided that in the case of a subscriber who dies 
before the 31st December , 1950 , no interest which has 
accrued after the date of his death shall be 90 
deducted , 

Explanation .- - For the purpose of this rule , the con 
tributions of any subscriber which were suspended as a 
special case shall be deemed to be due under these 
rules ." 

6 . For sub -rule ( 1 ) of rule 31, the following sub -rule 
shall be substituted , namely : 
( 1 ) On the termination of the marriage of a sub 

scriber by divorce or annulment, the following 

provisions shall apply . 
7. In rule 15 to sub -rule ( 1 ), the following further 
proviso shall be added , namely : - - 

Provided further that a subscriber who has adopted 
method ( a ) or ( c ) shall cease to make any contribu 
tions and payments after the 31st December , 1950 , and 
shall receive 
( 1) if he has elected alternative ( a ) under rule 6.A , 

a proportion of the contingent benefits referred 
to in method ( b ) , to be calculated on the foot 
ing that the subscrlber had retired on the 

31st December, 1950 . 
( li) If he has elected alternative ( b ) under rule 

BA , a commuted cash payment in respect of 
such benefits to be determined by a Gover 

ment Actuary . 
8 . For rule 36 ( 1 ) , the following rule shall be substi 
tuted : 
" 36 ( 1 ) , Pensions under these Rules shall be paid 

monthly or quarterly as convenient to pen 

sioners in arrears . " 
9 . Rule 38 shall be omitted . 

10 . After the Tenth Schedule , the following Schedule 
shall be inserted , namely : 
“ Eleventh Schedule Clause (ii) of second proviso 

to Rule 6A ( 1 ) ( b ) " .
